located at the rear of each booaier. The forward booaicr fins are angled away from 
the center line of the missile by approximately 25 degrees. Each of the fou r forward

The rear rop-ntountM fin hon a small enctunon 

diameter which could posalbly be uaed os an antenna. The three remaining rear 
ftna have no appendages. Doth the forward and rear fins are connected dOdegrees 
to the missile body by comrol-lln pivotn; however, the forward ftna are set at 45 
degreea relative to the rear fins. 

The traiwportcr/liunchcr la tracked vehicle 
wide, afporently of a new deslp rather than a moOtficatlon of an older tracked 
vehicle. It appeara that the transportcr/latinchcr glvca the mlaallc an elevation 
and travcrac capabllliy. When the tranaporicr/latmchcr is In lis irsvcl mode, the 
top-mourned resr fin of each mlasile Is removed and atored between the two 
mlasllcs, giving a traveling height 
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
